CHAPTER FOUR: The Electrical Trap 

When he finishes up his request for the museum operator to 
call the coroner, Leeds covers up the meteor fragment with 
the lead box lid. At this, Clark begins to breathe again, then 
move. The astonished Leeds checks Clark's pulse and watches 
Kent regain consciousness. Helped to his feet, Clark expresses 
a suspicion and has the scientist uncover the meteorite again. 
At this Clark begins to stagger and grow faint. Clark tells 
Leeds that the meteor, even though it is an important find, 
must be destroyed. Leeds is skeptical and Clark is forced into 
a drastic decision. He will have to reveal his secret identity to 
the scientist. Ordering Leeds to turn off the lights in the office 
Clark proceeds to change to Superman. Even though he is 
amazed by the sight of the Man of Steel, Leeds is suspicious 
and Superman insists that the scientist test him. Leeds orders 
Superman to train his X-ray vision upon a closet door. But 
Superman's X-ray eyes are unable to penetrate the door. 
Fearful that the kryptonite meteor has damaged his eyes, 
Superman is relieved when Leeds says that the door of the 
closet is lined with lead. The one thing that X-ray cannot 
penetrate. He-then has Superman use his vision on the office 
safe. With his amazing powers, Superman relates what is in- 
side the safe...scientific papers and notes, $500 in 
currency...and a couple of postage stamps. Then, as if to 
clinch the demonstration, the Man of Steel lifts the safe and 
puts it down again. 

Unknown to both men, Morgan, returning from dinner, is 
outside the door listening as Superman and Leeds converse. 
The Man of Steel tells Leeds that he suspected that his birth- 
place might be Krypton. The meteor fragment, part of the 
destroyed planet, proves it. Leeds is now the only living per- 
son who knows Superman's identity. Realizing that the 
meteor could be a powerful force against Superman, Leeds 
promises to study the fragment for a couple of days then drop 
it into the ocean. Superman’s assignment for the government 
must be fulfilled. With this assurance, Superman takes to the 
air from the office window, vanishing into the night sky. 
Morgan, meanwhile, slinks off with a plan of his own. 

Returning to the Planet, Superman becomes Clark Kent 
and enters Perry White's office where Lois is telling White 
that the meteor had already been taken from the farm. Clark 
enters and tells the group that Prof. Leeds took it and that the 
meteor was an ordinary one — he was at the man's office. 
White is suspicious, since Clark and Lois left together. Clark 
covers for Lois, saying he has a headache. As he leaves, White 
snarls, ““Не has a headache...and I'm the one who needs 
aspirin!"

The next day, at the Spider Lady's hideout, the crime queen

But Kent, with his super-hearing, has heard the call 
and prepares to follow. But he's stymied when White orders 
him to give a hand on...the Lovelorn Column! He's trapped. 

Meeting Hawkins in an alley, Jimmy and Lois learn. that a 
man took a room in a boarding house and started canvasing 
the neighborhood with information for someone. Hawkins 
suspects the Spider Lady. As he points out the boarding 
house, the trio sees Morgan being taken to a car by Anton and 
Brock. The two reporters stop the heavies but Lois is kidnap- 
ped and Jimmy knocked out. The girl and Morgan are blind- 
folded as the two are taken to the cave hideout of the Spider 
Lady. In her underground cave, they are ushered into the 
mystery woman's lair. Lois is taken away while Morgan is 
grilled by the Spider Lady for his information. Morgan tells 
of the meteroite and its effect on Superman. Driller realizes 
that with this fragment, they can carry out their plan to get 
the Reducer Ray. Morgan is paid...one dollar! When he 
demands more, the Spider Lady says those who help her will 
have fabulous wealth at the right time. When Morgan con- 
tinues to demand payment he is forced into the giant spider 
web, and when the Spider Lady throws some switches, is held 
to it by a strange force and electrocuted. His corpse is taken 
away and Lois is brought in. The Spider Lady intends to have 
Lois meet the same end Morgan did. Taken to the web, she is 
soon trapped in its strands, held by the magnetic force. 
Sparks start to crackle. Is Lois to become the latest victim of 
the Spider Lady's drive for power? 


CHAPTER 5: A Job For Superman! 

As the deadly force of the Spider Lady's *web' draws closer 
to the helpless Lois, the Spider Lady stops the deadly current, 
informing Driller that she doesn't intend to kill her off — yet.

Clark finds Jimmy waiting by the Planet car and the two 
drive in the direction taken by Anton and Brock. Jimmy fills 
Clark in on what happened. When Morgan is mentioned, 
Clark gets worried, after putting two and two together and 
suspecting that Morgan's selling information. As the two 
drive along, the car bearing Lois and two men of the Spider 
Lady, headed for the city, passes the Planet vehicle. Clark's 
super-senses spot Lois and Jimmy is soon giving chase. 
Realizing they can't catch the heavies, Clark tells Jimmy to 
drop him off at a nearby farmhouse where he can call the

police and have them set up a road block. Jimmy follows 
Clark’s orders and continues to follow the heavies. But the 
moment he leaves, Clark ducks into some brush and, mo- 
ments later, Superman is flying through the air. Spotting the 
heavies’ car, Superman lands behind it and halts it by seizing 
the rear bumper and using his super-strength to keep the car 
at a stand-still. Grady and Henry, the two heavies, seeing the 
cause of their immobility, decide to attack the Man of Steel, 
first by shooting at him — the bullets bounce off, naturally — 
then by physical means. The man of Steel simply hurls one 
man into the other then ties them up with the rear bumper of 
the car. Lois is then freed and tells Superman of Morgan's ap- 
parent death. She mentions that he told the Spider Lady 
about Kryptonite-and its effect on Superman. Detecting a car 
approaching, Superman tells Lois to have the two heavies 
turned over to the police, then flies off. Jimmy pulls up 
moments later and the two are soon telling their story to Perry 
White. White's hope at finding the den of the female criminal 
is dashed when Lois says she was blindfolded. Clark enters 
just as White gets a call from the police, asking him to tune in 
on the police band. 

It's the Spider Lady, broadcasting a warning to Superman 
that she'll steal something from the Metropolis Museum that 
night. She knows Superman's one weakness and is sure the 
Man of Steel won't interfere with her. The mystery woman 
has covered all angles. Her broadcast is being relayed from a 
car driven by Anton and Brock. Ev: гуопе in the Planet office 
is worried. At her hideout, the Spider Lady expresses her ut- 
most confidence in Driller's ‘efficiency.’ 

That night, Superman is standing vigil atop a roof near the 
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Museum. Lois is inside the Museum with Professor Leeds. 
Midnight rolls around and nothing happens. The police are 
sure it’s a false alarm...when a car suddenly comes crashing 
down the street running into a light pole as a heavy jumps 
out. The car suddenly bursts into flames, as screams come 
from the vehicle. Superman and the police arrive on the scene 
with the Man of Tomorrow using his super-breath to blow 
out the flames. During this, however, Anton and Brock are 
making their way to the museum with special equipment — 
batteries, a coil of wire and a weird looking device known as 
an electrical knife. The strange 'knife' cuts through the lock 
on the huge bronze door of the Museum and the crooks are 
soon making their way through the museum halls. 

Superman, meanwhile, has pulled open the doors of the 
wrecked car and discovered that the ‘screams’ of the victims 
are actually on a phonograph record playing on a portable 
machine. Anton and Brock, in the meantime, have broken in- 
to Leeds’ office and opened the safe with the electric knife. 
As they are about to make off with the container of Kryp- 
tonite, Leeds returns with Lois and the scientist attacks the 
heavies, only to be fatally stabbed with the knife. Lois tries to 
halt the crooks but is hurled against the wall or desk. She falls 
to the floor, out cold, as the two heavies flee...leaving the 
electric knife behind them, still operating. Superman spots 
the fleeing duo and takes off in pursuit as they drive off. But 
in the meantime, Lois faces a bizarre peril — the electric knife 
is whipping about like a snake, threatening to slash the girl to 
death! 


CHAPTER 6: Superman In Danger 
+ As the electric knife whips about the room, Lois regains 
consciousness, sees her plight and screams before fainting. 


Superman (Kirk Alyn) has thugs Eddie Parker (left) and Bob Duncan (right) well in hand. 
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Superman hears her 5сгеат and abandons his pursuit of the 
heavies to arrive back in Leeds’ office, via the window, just in 
time to seize the electric knife and hurl the entire device away 
in time. Seeing that Professor Leeds is beyond help, Super- 
man makes sure Lois is all right then flies off after the heavies 
again. He catches up with their car and halts the vehicle by 
seizing the rear fender. Anton fires at the Man of Steel who 
quips, *'Stop kidding! Рт not in the mood for fun’’ before he 
advances on the terrified gunman. Brock remembers the 
Kryptonite, however, and opens the lead container, aiming it 
at Superman. The Man of Steel feels the effect of the deadly 
element and falls to the ground. The jubilant heavies drive 
off. Superman comes to, moments later, but is too weakened 
by the element to give chase. 

Back at her hideout, the Spider Lady is declaring that the 
Kryptonite will be the means of getting the Reducer Ray, with 
which she plans to rule the world. Her men are eager, but 
Driller is awed. He reminds the Spider Lady that even though 
they can stop Superman, they may not be able to steal the ray 
from Washington. However, the Spider Lady has an idea. 
They need scientific help and she knows just the man — Dr. 
Hackett, a brilliant scientist who put his abilities to use in the 
criminal field and is now in the State Penitentiary. However, 
through the machinations of the Spider Lady, a prison break 
occurs and Dr. Hackett soon finds himself at large. 

At the Planet, Clark is ordered to get information on 
Hackett's escape from behind bars. White has reminded him 
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that it would help the Planet if they managed to find Hackett. 
Lois and Jimmy spot Clark leaving and Lois decides to trail 
her colleague, asking Jimmy to cover for her. 

Meanwhile, Clark has found Hawkins, the stool-pigeon, 
who is about to talk when he spots Anton and Brock in a car. 
He panics and flees. Clark gets the picture when the two men 
drive off. He follows in the Planet car. Lois drives into the 
alley at the same moment and sees Clark pulling out. Spotting 
Hawkins, she collars the little man and, by promising him the 
‘best meal you ever had,’ gets him to reveal that a couple of 
the Spider Lady's men are hiding Hackett at a certain moun- 
tain cabin. 

Anton and Brock have arrived at the aforementioned cabin 
to meet Hackett, a fairly good-looking individual with a 
moustache. Clark has stopped some distance away and now, 
by climbing onto the roof of the building, listens at the 
chimeny as the trio makes plans to get through the police 
roadblock. Hackett, bandaged, will be taken through the 
lines in a phony ambulance. After checking Hackett's ban- 
dage ‘helmet,’ Anton and Brock leave. Clark then enters the 
cabin through a window, overpowers Hackett and dons the 
bandages, planning to take Hacktt's place after tying him up 
and locking him in a closet. Clark phones the Planet, asking 
White to send the cops to pick up the scientist. He's going to 
take his place and find the Spider Lady's hideout. Anton and 
Brock return after Clark completes his disguise and take him 
out on a stretcher into the ambulance. Lois arrives after the 
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ambulance drives off and enters the cabin. Hearing noises 
from the closet she discovers Hackett and frees him, unaware 
who he really is...until she finds herself at gunpoint and 
ordered to drive him away from the cabin. Ап attempt to at- 
tract a policeman's attention fails. 

In the ambulance, Brock has noticed that Clark's clothes 
are different from the ones Hackett was wearing and stops the 
car. The two heavies attack Clark, who spots a roadside ditch 
and ‘falls’ into it, enabling the heavies to get away, returning 
for Hackett. 

Lois! car and the ambulance pass each other, with the vehi- 
cle turning. Lois decides to try a desperate move and speeds 
up. Hackett threatens to shoot but the reporter says, ““Апа 
what would happen to you — if you did?” Hackett can only 
ride as a passenger. A try to get the ignition key fails for 
Hackett, but in her struggle, Lois is knocked out and Hackett 
jumps from the car. He's picked up by the bogus ambulance 
as Lois’ car now careens along the roadway without a driver. 
the car hurtles toward the edge of the road and a tremendous 
drop to destruction! 


CHAPTER 7: Into The Electrical Furnace 

While Lois is forced to drive Hackett, Clark, after tumbl- 
ing into the ditch, vanishes behind some brush and reappears 
as Superman. Launching himself into the air, the Man of 
Tomorrow flies to Hackett's cabin where he discovers the 
criminal missing. Spotting the tire tracks of Lois' car, he flies 


in pursuit. And so, as the car, with the unconscious girl 
reporter at the wheel, hurtles toward the cliff, Superman 
lands behind it, seizes the rear bumper and picks up the un- 
conscious girl and flies off to get medical aid. Later, in Perry 
White's office, Lois is telling White, Clark and Jimmy what 
happened, saving Clark from a chewing out by revealing that 
she inadvertantly freed the criminal. White orders the trio to 
find Hackett. Outside in the news room, Clark thanks Lois 
for going to bat for him. But they still have to find Hackett 
and the Spider Lady's hideout. Lois cracks that the whole 
thing is becoming a career. 

At her cave hideout, the Spider Lady and Hackett are 
meeting for the first time. The master scientist is sardonically 
remarking that he seems to have been freed from prison only 
to be kept prisoner by the female criminal. The Spider Lady 
says that Hackett is her 'guest,' and for his aid, he will share 
in the fruits of her ultimate triumph. When Hackett tells her 
that they still have Superman to cope with, the Spider Lady 
and Anton fill him in about Kryptonite and its effect on the 
Man of Steel. Hackett says he'll study the element — maybe 
some way can be found to use it on Superman. The Spider 
Lady enthuses, “Doctor! You've got it!’’, to which Hackett 
replies, “1 haven't yet. But I hope іо." The criminal scientist 
suggests that they get Superman in their range to test the ele- 
ment on him and comes up with the idea of kidnapping one of 
his friends on the Daily Planet to lure him into a trap. Anton 
suggests Clark as the target and the evil group begins to make 
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its preparations. 

Jimmy receives a phone call for Clark at the Planet 
newsroom; it’s Hawkins with a tip on Hackett. The stoolie 
tells Jimmy to have Clark meet him in the park. Jimmy has 
told Lois of the message, but the girl decides to steal the story 
from Clark. Unknown to both, Hawkins has been forced to 
do so with a gun at his back, courtesy of Anton. That night, 
in the park, Jimmy is captured by Conrad and Elton, two 
gunman. As they drive away with him, Lois, watching, 
follows in her own vehicle. But the heavies get across a 
railroad grade just ahead of a train and Lois is cut off — sus- 
taining a flat tire as well. Jimmy is taken to a building and 
carried into the basement of what seems to be a factory. The 
prominent feature of the room is a gigantic electrical furnace 
with a conveyor belt attached to it at one end. Brock and 
Diller are there, but Diller is angry when it is discovered that 
his men didn’t get Kent. But Driller is sure Olsen will do just 
as well. He contacts Clark at the Planet, who is being filled in 
on events by Lois, and orders Kent to get word to Superman. 
Clark wants proof that Jimmy is in the gang’s hands and sets 
a meeting place with Driller — the 900 block of Columbia 
Street. Clark orders Lois to wait at the newsroom, but the girl 
sneaks out after him. 

At the meeting place, Clark is given a newspaper with a 
note ordering him to get in a car and wait. Clark complies and 
Anton appears from the back seat, demanding to know where 
Superman is. Clark says he can't tell him, but Superman will 
agree to any terms to save Jimmy Olsen. However, he will not 
appear unless Olsen is freed. Anton is to take Clark to where 
Jimmy is held. Joined by Conrad, Anton and Clark drive off. 
Lois, who has discovered Clark's car, proceeds to follow. 

At the factory, Driller doesn't agree with freeing Jimmy; 
he's sure Superman will arrive on time. Gloating, he tells 
Clark of the kryptonite, in a box on hand shows it to him. 
Clark almost succumbs, but controls himself as the box is 
covered again. Jimmy, meanwhile, is working on freeing 
himself. Midnight arrives...but no Superman! Drilling is get- 
ting mad and Brock decides to dispose of the two captives in 
the electrical furnace. Driller waiting for Superman to show, 
takes out the Kryptonite. Clark, seeing something must be 
done, starts a fight, pretending to be knocked out. He's 
thrown into a storage bin room. Jimmy has broken loose, 
meanwhile, and attacked the heavies. But the cub reporter is 
knocked onto the conveyor belt which is moving toward the 
blazing interior of the electric furnace. With Clark out in the 
bin room, Jimmy, out cold is carried to the white hot flames 
in the furnace! 


CHAPTER 8: Superman To The Rescue 

As the conveyor carries Jimmy into the flames of the fur- 
nace, Clark gets to his feet inside the storage bin and changes 
to Superman. The Man of Steel crashes into the factory and 
proceeds to work over Conrad, Elton, Brock and Driller, 
hurling them about like ten-pins, getting to the control switch 
that operates the conveyor. The switch is thrown in time to 
stop the conveyor before it carries Olsen into the furnace. 
Superman then turns his attention back to Driller and his 
men, but the gang chief thinks quickly and pulls out the box 
containing the Kryptonite and hurls it at Superman. Super- 
man ducks, but the box flies into the electric furnace. The 
reaction is almost immediate; the furnace glow intensifies and 
smoke starts to pour from the structure — smoke saturated 
with Kryptonite fumes! Superman is instantly effected and 
staggers. Sure they have Superman at their mercy, Driller and 
his men suddenly hear police whistles and flee. Superman 
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vanishes as Jimmy starts to come to. As he is getting off the 
conveyor belt, Lois enters, brandishing a police whistle — it 
was her ruse that drove away the heavies. Jimmy tells her 
what happens as Superman staggers back to the bin and 
becomes Clark Kent once more. Jimmy realizes that Super- 
man came from the area where Clark was put and he and Lois 
rush to the bin, only to find Clark coming to. Clark says 
Superman rescued him and the trio leaves the factory. 

At Perry White's office, Clark informs the others that from 
what he heard while the Spider Lady's men were talking, it's 
obvious that Dr. Hackett is planning to steal the Reducer 
Ray. White and Lois are skeptical since Superman and the 
government are guarding the powerful weapon. But Clark is 
worried. *'She's a very dangerous opponent especially since 
she still has the Кгургопие.” 

Meanwhile, Hackett is needling the Spider Lady. ‘‘Your 
method of using kryptonite against Superman is clumsy and 
stupid,” he jibes. When the Spider Lady sarcastically asks if 
he has a better way, Hackett says he’ll perfect a death weapon 
that will go to Superman. After the mystery lady stalks out, 
Hackett and Anton are left alone. Anton approaches the 
scientist with a proposition to get him out of the hideout — 
for a price. Hackett refuses, stating he’s safer in the hideout. 
“Апа once I remove Superman and get my hands on the 
Reducer Ray,” the scientist boasts, ‘Things will be different, 
very different." He leaves to get some materials and Anton 
goes to the Spider Lady's web. The mystery woman appears 
and it is revealed that Anton's offer was a trick. However, 
Hackett didn't go for it. The Spider Lady says that she'll take 
care of Hackett — ‘‘after I’ve used him, and before he 
becomes too powerful." 

Some days later in Washington, the Secretary of National 
Security is in conference with Superman. The government in- 
tends to move the Ray machine to Metropolis University for 
further experiments. Superman, however, is worried about 
secrecy — the Spider Lady is determined to get the machine, 
but her whereabouts are unknown. This might be an oppor- 
tunity to get her into the open — however, the Secretary is 
worried about the machine's safety. Superman promises to 
таке sure nothing will happen. Since the Man of Steel 
himself is guaranteeing the Reducer Ray's safety, the 
Secretary agrees with a plan he's hatched up. The Daily 
Planet soon carries a story about the transfer — which in turn 
reaches the Spider Lady. The story states that a certain route 
will be used and all traffic rerouted so the special truck will 
not be hindered. The mystery woman's contacts have inform- 
ed her of the route. Two of her men will stop the truck carry- 
ing the Ray machine. Anton and Brock will take care of 
Superman with a special weapon devised by Dr. Hackett. 

And so, the panel truck with the Reducer Ray begins its 
journey, carrying Clark Kent and a driver in the cab. At a 
rocky spot on the route, Anton and Brock are setting up 
Hackett's anti-Superman weapon — a small cannon-like 
device triggered by a control box. The weapon will fire a small 
guided missile containing kryptonite directly at Superman. 
Two other heavies, Irwin and Jackson are at another part of 
the route in one of the radio cars, watching for the truck. 
Jackson, bored, has switched the radio from the Spider 
Lady's wave-length to a music station. 

Back at the Spider Lady's hideout, Driller has received a 
message from one of his agents informing him that the 
Reducer Ray is not in the truck. The whole thing's a decoy — 
it's actually on a special train due at Jones' Crossing at 3:00. 
The Spider Lady tries to radio the information to Irwin and 
Jackson, but the two heavies have cut off all contact with 


their base. Driller is 10 send two men with special equipment 
to stop the train. 

Irwin and Jackson spot the panel truck making its way 
through the mountain road and signal Anton and Brock. 
Meanwhile, Clark and driver spot the heavies’ car blocking 
the road. Kent says this will be a great story for the Planet. 
Ready for this, Clark and the driver intend to give Superman 
a chance to get into action. The driver cracks that he’s glad 
Superman is on their side. 

The truck is stopped and Irwin and Jackson cover Clark 
and the driver as they get out of the vehicle. As the two 
heavies order the driver to open the back of the truck, Clark 
says they'll never get away with it. Jackson decides to prove 
differently and in a brief struggle, knocks Clark off the road, 
sending him tumbling down a small ravine into a gully with a 
culvert. 

As the driver proceeds to ‘look’ for the key to the back 
door, Clark rushes into the culvert and emerges as Superman, 
moments later, flying to the top of a cliff above the truck. 
Anton and Brock, itching to use the weapon on Superman, 
spot the proposed target and fire the missile at Superman. But 
the man of Steel spots the missile in time, catches it and hurls 
it at the cannon. Anton and Brock, seeing the missile coming 
back, run for their lives and are knocked down by the explo- 
sion that destroys the launching cannon. They continue to 
flee. 

Meanwhile, Irwin and Jackson are losing patience with the 


still-stalling driver when Superman suddenly appears, mar- 
ching steadily toward them. The panicky heavies open fire, 
but the slugs bounce off Superman who grabs the thugs, 
holding each one in a headlock. As he demands to know 
where the Spider Lady is, and the heavies reply they don't 
know anything, the Man of Steel remarks, ‘‘You’d better 
talk! Sometimes I don't know my own strength!” as he in- 
creases the pressure, rendering the heavies unconscious. As 
the driver gets him some rope to tie the gunmen up, Superman 
hears the Spider Lady over the heavies' car radio, warning 
them of the ray really being on the train. 

Leaving the two trussed-up goons for the cops, Superman 
flies into the air, streaking for the Jones Crossing track. At 
the same moment, Conrad and Elton have finished planting 
some explosives on the rails. Using a special electronic ray 
device, the heavies intend to detonate the explosives just as 
the train hit the spot. The train comes barreling along and the 
explosives are detonated, blotting the engine from sight! 


CHAPTER 9: The Irrestible Force 

As the train hurtles toward the mined track, Superman 
lands by some trees nearby and then races toward the track, 
planting himself firmly in the train's path, using his super- 
strength to stop the oncoming locomotive moments before 
Conrad sets off the explosive. With the train safe from 
destruction, the two heavies flee before the man of tomorrow 
spots them. Anton and Brock, meanwhile, have observed Ir- 


win and Jackson being loaded into the decoy truck and are 
about to rescue them when the sound of a police siren drives 
them off. Police officers are told by the truck driver what oc- 
curred just as Clark reappeaars, clambering up from the em- 
bankment, hearing about Superman capturing the two 
crooks. 

Later that day, Superman’s rescue of the train carrying the 
Reducer Ray makes the headlines in the Planet. Lois is 
furious about Clarks’ good luck at getting the sensational 
story, but White has a break for her. Dr. Graham is coming 
to Metropolis to conduct more experiments at the University 
with his Ray machine. Lois is to pick him up at the airport 
and take him to the laboratory, getting an interview with him 
along the way. 

In the Spider Lady’s hideout, all is not sweetness and light, 
however. The mystery woman is chewing out Dr. Hackett for 
the failure of his weapon to stop Superman. Now the Spider 
Lady has decided to take matters into her own hands. She'll 
make Graham a captive and force him to reveal the secret of 
his ray machine. As Hackett and the others look on in amaze- 
ment, the Spider Lady suddenly removes her blonde hair — a 
clever wig, revealing that she is a brunette. Driller apparently 
knows her true identity and remains unruffled. The Spider 
Lady has learned of Lois picking up Graham and has decided 
to take the girl's place. Hackett, with some skillful makeup 
work, will take Graham's place at the University. 

Lois never meets Dr. Graham due to a convenient ‘acci- 
dent' with a car driven by agents of the Spider Lady, during 
which the fenders lock. The Spider Lady, dressed like Lois, 
arrives at the airport and meets Graham, who, unaware of his 
companion's true identity, falls for the bait hook, line and 
sinker...only to find himself made a prisoner. Hackett, now a 
look-alike for Graham, is taken to the airport where he ar- 
rives moments before Lois. The reporter is taken in by the 
masquerade and drives ‘Graham’ and his assistant, Conrad, 
to the University. However, Jimmy, having followed Lois, 
gets a quick snapshot of ‘Graham.’ 

Later, the trio arrives at the University experimental vault. 
‘Graham’ has found that Lois is sticking around for the inter- 
view. Inside the vault, Lois, ‘Graham’ and Conrad are соп- 
fronted by an impressive set-up — the Reducer Ray machine 
and its various attachments. Conrad's reaction to the setup 
causes Lois to get suspicious. ‘Graham’ goes around the lab 
and is soon taking pictures, alibiing that he wants to get the 
pictures and sketches. New wiring techniques have been used 
to set up the Ray machine and he wants to photograph it. 
Meanwhile, back at the Spider Lady's cave, Dr. Graham is 
now learning the true identity of his captor, who demands the 
secret of the Ray. Graham refuses and the Spider Lady says 
that they'll have to use other means of learning the secret. 

Back at the University, Lois has spotted a confirmation of 
her suspicion. While ‘Graham’ is making sketches of the large 
tube in the machine, some perspiration is causing the man's 
makeup to streak. Knowing he's a phony, Lois makes up an 
excuse to leave and write her story. But outside the vault, Lois 
overhears "Стапат" and Conrad talking. Getting to a phone, 
Lois starts to phone the Planet, but Conrad has followed the 
girl and grabs her, taking her back to the vault. 

In the Planet office, White is showing Clark the picture 
taken by Jimmy of 'Graham' when Clark recognizes 
something wrong and suspects Dr. Hackett. He rushes from 
the office, leaving White thinking he's gone nuts, and goes in- 
to the storeroom. There, he changes to Superman and flies 
from the building to the University. 

Meanwhile, Lois is tied and gagged, watching ‘Graham’ 
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working on the huge machine, unhooking a cable and turning 
up the power. A gigantic short-circuit has been started that 
will reverse the machine’s rays. When a certain point is reach- 
ed, the entire machine will blow up. Conrad and ‘Graham’ 
flee, while Lois struggles to get loose. Moments later, huge 
sparks begin to shoot from the machines. A terrific flash blots 
out everything! 


CHAPTER 10: Between 2 Fires 

As Lois is trapped in the lab with the sabotaged machines, 
Superman lands on the University grounds and races for the 
vault.where the Ray is running wild. Racing into the area, 
Superman seizes the torn cable and uses his body as a conduc- 
tor, taking the electrical force through his body to the other 
wires. There is a flash and puff of smoke as Superman sees 
the indicator drop from the danger point. He then unties the 
unconscious Lois and carries her outside, informing the guard 
what happened and to have the machine checked at once. 
After taking Lois to the Planet car, he becomes Clark Kent 
once again just as she regains consciousness. Back in White’s 
office, Lois finishes telling what happened. It all boils down 
to the same problem — finding the Spider Lady. Jimmy has 
been sent to the University to do a follow-up story while 
Clark and Lois are to write their own stories. 

Jimmy, meanwhile, gets a flat tire and pulls into a service 
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station — just as a саг containing Conrad and Dr. Hackett 
pulls in as well! Grabbing the attendant, Jimmy (for a con- 
siderable bribe, naturally) takes over the attendant’s work for 
the moment and, while filling the tank with gas, lets the air 
out of the rear tire, as a delaying tactic. Conrad decides to 
phone the hideout and tells Driller that he and Hackett have 
pictures of the Ray — enough to make another. Graham has 
been sent to the secret laboratory. Hackett will return to the 
cave hideout while Conrad goes to the lab. When the two 
heavies leave the station, Jimmy trails them to an alley and a 
building. He’s captured by Conrad and Hackett, however, 
who had spotted him. The unconscious youngster is taken in- 
to the lab where Prof. Graham, watched by Elton, is working 
on rebuilding the Reducer Ray. Elton and Hackett leave while 
Conrad remains on guard. Graham checks to see if Jimmy is 
badly hurt, while Elton joins Conrad in an outer office. 

At her quarters, the Spider Lady is being told of the 
sabotage of the Ray to wreck it and getting rid of Lois Lane. 
But Hackett is informed that Superman showed up in time to 
save the Ray and girl. Hackett however isn’t dismayed. He 
shows her the sketches and camera he used in copying the 
Ray. As for the uncooperative Graham, Hackett expresses 
confidence that his chief will find a way to make the scientist 
cooperate. 

Back at the hidden lab, Graham is showing Jimmy what he 
really has been up to. He built a diathermy machine which 
generates high frequency oscillations. Using a transformer to 
build up the power, Graham can send out a message for help. 
Graham asks Conrad to let Jimmy help him work on the 
‘Ray’ and the heavy agrees, leaving the two alone. Graham 
begins sending out his call for help. At the Planet, White is 
worried since Jimmy is overdue with his story. Jimmy, mean- 
while, has been taken outside the lab, while Graham, getting 
Conrad to believe his device is a test machine, continues send- 
ing his message. 

The message frequency causes trouble in the phone lines all 
over Metropolis. Lois and Clark are ordered to find the 
cause. They come upon some linemen who tell them what’s 
happening. Lois listens in on a phone hookup, but only hears 
static. Clark, however, with his super-hearing, is able to 
detect Graham’s call for help. Field crews are tracing the 
radio waves. The nearest group is at Whitman Point. The two 
reporters head there. The crew shows the reporters some 
spare equipment and a walkie-talkie set. Lois goes in the car, 
despite Clark’s warning of danger. Driving around, Lois 
picks up the buzz of the signal. 

Meanwhile, Conrad and Elton, playing Gin, accidentally 
knock over the phone and catch the sound of Graham’s 
message. Suspecting something, the two heavies enter the lab 
and surprise Graham. Conrad leaves the machine on for 
anyone who traces the call. Jimmy and Graham аге to be 
taken to headquarters. Elton adjusts the apparatus so that the 
next person who enters the lab “15 going to get more than a 
hot-foot!”’ 

Lois, meanwhile, is on the beam. As for Jimmy and 
Graham, as the heavies’ car drives along the park road, Jim- 
my is able to jump out and roll down an embankment. The 
heavies continue as Jimmy gets up to spread the alarm. 

Following the signal, Lois forgets to keep in touch with 
Clark and drives on. Getting to a pay phone, Jimmy finds it is 
dead, the result of Graham’s machine. Lois had found the lab 
with a detector device that leads her to the hidden lab in the 
old building. 

Clark is trying to contact Lois via the walkie-talkie. The girl 
enters the lab, but as soon as she enters the room, the metal 


door of the setup locks behind her and flames shoot up from 
around the door. The flames spread and soon Lois is hemmed 
in from all sides, even the outer office. The girl reporter is 
trapped as a blast of smoke and flame blot her from sight!! 


CHAPTER 11: Superman’s Dilemma 

As Lois enters the booby-trapped laboratory and is trapped 
in a corner of the room by the flames, we shift back to Clark 
with the telephone men. Kent is frantically trying to contact 
Lois over the walkie-talkie, without success. Giving the 
machine to one of the men, telling him to continue to cover 
contact the girl, Clark rushes off. Getting behind some 
brush, Kent becomes Superman and takes off into the air. 
With his super senses, Superman detects Lois’ peril and 
breaks into the lab and races through the flames. Smashing 
down the other door with his fist, Superman picks up Lois 
and carriers her out of the lab. 

Meanwhile, in the Spider Lady’s cave, Prof. Graham has 
been brought back to face the Spider Woman as Driller, 
Hackett look on. The mystery woman berates Graham for his 
attempt to escape, but the scientist says he'll try again. When 
he reminds the Spider Lady that Superman is working with 
the authorities to find him, the Spider Lady gloats that Super- 
man wouldn’t be able to find him in the cave; the lead-lined 
rock will block his X-ray vision. Graham has no choice except 
to obey the Spider Lady and develop the Reducer Ray for her 
evil plan. Graham is shown the copy Hackett built of the Ray 
from sketches and photos, but Hackett tells Graham that the 
copy needs the secret that only Graham knows, Graham 
refuses and the Spider Lady orders Driller to ‘persuade’ the 
scientist to cooperate. Sometime later, Graham, beaten up 
slightly, has agreed to cooperate with the Spider Lady, 
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although it is under protest. Before he can go to work on the 
Ray he needs a supply of a secret material called Mono- 
Chromite — very rare. Any chemical engineer can process it. 
Graham writes the name and formula, but the Spider Lady 
has Hackett recopy it so Graham’s handwriting will not be 
seen, Driller is (о send some men for the stuff. 

Later, at the office of Frederick Larkin, a chemical 
engineer, we find Conrad and Elton talking with Larkin, ask- 
ing for some of the element. Larkin recognizes it as a new 
metallurgical compound and checks his supply index. The in- 
dex reveals that Graham developed it, but it is a restricted 
material. If asked for without proper credentials, the engineer 
should call the authorities. Telling the heavies it will take a 
couple of hours to make the minimum amount of the ele- 
ment, Larkin gets to his phone and calls White, an old friend, 
at the Planet, asking him which authorities to notify. Perry 
tells Larkin he'll send someone to advise him; just to hold 
everything. Clark is given the assignment. Lois and Jimmy 
overhear, and the girl gets White to let her go with Clark. 
Clark, meanwhile, has been snagged by a crank phone call, 
and is stuck as Lois hurries with Jimmy. But the girl reporter 
is determined to beat Clark to the story and has Flo, the 
operator, tell the police that her car has been stolen. When 


Clark gets rid of his caller, he finds Lois and Jimmy driving 
off in the Planet car. Lois tells him to take her car. Of course, 
the result is inevitable. While on the highway, Clark is stop- 
ped by a motorcycle cop and arrested. 

Back at the jail, Clark is deciding on a desperate plan of ac- 
tion. Alone in the cell, Clark rolls up his blanket and makes a 
dummy of himself. Then changing to Superman, he bends the 
bars of the cell window and climbs. The Man of Steel arrives 
at Larkin's as the man is coming to. Using his super-senses to 

-check the office, Superman sees Lois in the vault, near the 
verge of collapse from lack of air. Using his mighty power, 
Superman pulls the door of the vault from its hinges and sets 
it down before carrying Lois out. Lois tells Superman what 
happened and the Man of Steel leaves her to care for Larkin. 
He takes off and flies along the route taken by the heavies. 
Jimmy, in the case, opens it and sees where he's being taken. 
At that moment, a lurch in the road causes the case to fall. 
Mason sees Jimmy climbing back inside. He tells Neal what 
he's seen. The heavies stop the truck and go to the back, guns 
drawn. As Jimmy huddles inside the packing case, Mason and 
Neal take aim at the case and open fire, their bullets riddling 
the wood, finishing Olsen!

STRATOSPHERE 


In the early days of television, over the Dumont TV net- 
work, a certain time each evening found viewers, 
predominantly young, sometimes old, gathered around the 
tube watching the adventures of the ‘‘master of time and 
space,’’ Captain Video. Possibly the first of the ‘space opera’ 
heroes created for television, Captain Video in its own way, 
paved the road for science-fiction to make its appearance on 
the media, even if it was generally *that crazy Buck Rogers 
stuff.' Aided by a youngster who was known only as the 
Video Ranger (whatever happened to his name?) and his 
scientific majordomo Gallagher, Captain Video battled 
various enemies to the peace of earth, and later on the 
Universe. Various assignments were handed out by Commis- 
sioner Carey of the Office of Public Safety. 

When the series began, Richard Coogan portrayed Video 
with Don Hastings cast as the Ranger. After a time, Coogan 
left the series and was replaced by the actor most viewers 
recall as Video, Al Hodge, who was already known as radio's 
“Green Hornet." Hastings continued as the Ranger while 
Ben Lackland would appear as Commissioner Carey. Armed 
with a variety of super-science gadgets and, when it got in- 


terplanetary, the rocketship ‘Galaxy,’ Captain Video battled 
adversaries from his arch enemy Dr. Pauli (whose popularity 
brought him back again and again from either imprisonment 
or the dead) to such bizarre outer planets denizens as Ultima 
Aureans, Seta of Mars, Salarius, Kul of Eos, Dr. Klysmok 
and a super indestructible robot named Tobor (who was 
rendered inoperative and stranded on an asteroid, later 
brought back to life to help defeat another super mechanical; 
some looked like beings out of mythology — Neptune (leader 
of an underwater army), Hermes of Jupiter (leader of a gang 
of thieves) and Circe, a beautiful sorceress type who tried to 
kill Video via her strange mirror. On a more mundane, but 
equally ambitious level, we had Count Calisto, out to conquer 
Earth or the universe (what else?) and Hing Foo Seeng, who 
simply attempted to conquer China. 

Until its demise in the mid 50s, Captain Video kept au- 
diences captivated with its far-out action since its beginning in 
1949. It is most unusual that the motion picture industry 
would decide to utilize a creation of the medium that was its 
deadliest enemy at the time — people were staying home in 
droves to stare at this new ‘entertainment marvel.’ Quick to

see the possibility of the Video character, producer Sam Katz- 
man, ever on the lookout for a saleable exploitation item, 
talked Columbia into obtaining film rights for the TV space 
cop and made him the basis for a 15 chapter 'Super-Serial' 
that was backed by a promotional campaign utilizing the TV 
medium. 

It was a first — the movies taking an idea from the tube in- 
stead of the reverse. Unfortunately, the serial did not do right 
by the possibilities. That old devil budget, plus a too far-out 
script (put together by veteran scripters Royal Cole, Sherman 
L. Lower and Joseph F. Poland, who had done much better 
in the careers, particularly in their epics for Republic 30s and 
40s) among other factors, made 'Captain Video' (Master of 
the Stratosphere) one of those chapter plays that can only be 
classified as camp. 

In release, Video's history almost paralleled that of ‘Super- 
man.' Various items of merchandise were already on the 
market, being purchased by ardent Video fans — toys, comic 
books (by Fawcett publications), Video uniforms, trousers, 
T-shirts, etc.; plugs in magazines and on the various stations 
carrying the TV show. The RKO theater chain in New York 
booked the Video serial for its houses. 

Recently viewing the sci-fi adventure, one can almost im- 
agine the reaction of youngsters. The idea of having Video 
battling outer-space enemies on the big screen may have been 
fine on paper, but the final presentation was more than disap- 
pointing. 

Perhaps the strongest point in the serial was the gadgets. 
Borrowing several devices from the TV program, the Colum- 
bia scripters really went to town and came up with gadget 
after gadget, ranging from a Door Hinge Recorder to the 
Cosmic Vibrator, from the Inertia Light to the 
Psychosomatic Plunger (11229). Some of the special effects 
weren't bad — until it came to the spaceships. Instead of huge 
armada type vehicles that TV viewers were used to, small, two 
or three man ships were devised — sometimes holding several 
passengers. When the real items were around or taking off, it 
was fine — then, Katzman's budget took over. What happen- 
ed in ‘Superman’ and ‘Bruce Gentry' occurred in ‘Video’ — 
when the rockets got flying, animation took over, even to the 
point of utilizing stock footage of the Krypton rocket whizz- 
ing through space from the first Superman serial! Chapter 14 
lifted the climax of chapter one of 'Bruce Gentry' with an 
animated flying disc crashing into a plane in mid-flight. Even 
the ‘electronic Men’ which played a main role in episode three 
were ridiculous — they were the old robot suits of ‘Phantom 
Empire,’ some re-worked, all looking shopworn as the 
*mechanical men' clanked around doing their dirty work (one 
even doing a huge take-um at the sight of the Video Ranger — 
even a robot can be hammy!) 

Judd Holdren was cast as Video; the first of бё serials, 
Holdren would be constantly battling enemies of the universe 
— in Video and ‘The Lost Planet’ for Columbia and as the 
head of the Interplanetary Patrol in ‘Zombies of the 
Stratosphere’ and as ‘Commando Cody, Sky Marshal of the 
Universe’ for Republic, where he had the advantage of the 
superb Lydecker flying suit and spaceship effects. He looked 
properly heroic. As the Video Ranger, Larry Stewart may 
possibly have been one of the worst sidekicks in serials. He 
tried hard, but...Don Harvey got a chance to get away from 
villains and was cast as Video’s lab technician Gallagher, 
whose prime duty seemed to be eavesdropping on the Opticon 
Scillometer scanning screen and helping his chief out of such 
dangers as being frozen in a block of ice, etc., by activating 
various super-gadgets in time. 


The main villain of the piece was Gene Roth as Vultura, 
power-mad dictator of a planet known as Atoma. Roth, one 
of the Katzman ‘stock company’ was always capable of 
handling villain roles. But as Vultura, in an outfit looking like 
it was left over from one of Katzman’s Arabian Knights epics 
(which it was), he made one think of a slightly overweight 
Genghis Khan, despite his nastiness. Earthside, Vultura’s ac- 
complice was George Eldridge as Dr. Tobor, scientific genius 
with a taste for power, while Skelton Knaggs (whose face 
ranked as one of the most sinister in films) made an ap- 
propriate slimy aid, Retner. The earthling gangsters aiding 
Tobor including such familiars as Jack Ingram, Rusty 
Wescoatt, Zon Murray and Jimmy Stark. I Stanford Jolley 
was an alien as was Pierce Lyden, while William Fawcett pop- 
ped up as the leader of the people of the ally planet Theros, 
the good guys. 

To help sell the serial, sequences were printed in Cinecolor 
stock in tins of reddish pink (for sequences on the enemy 
planet Atoma) and a kind of emerald green sequences on the 
ally planet Theros. 

Spencer G. Bennet & Wallace A. Grissell (who had directed 
such 40s top actioners for Republic as ‘Tiger Woman,’ 
‘Haunted Harbor,’ 'Zorro's Black Whip,’ ‘Manhunt of 
Mystery Island’ and ‘Federal Operator 99’) did what they 
could with the 15 chapter space operate, but were defeated by 
the material (or lack of) they had to work with. Despite some 
interesting ideas and moments, ‘Captain Video’ came off as 
more of a disappointment than anything else. Even an army 
of gadgets couldn’t help it (even when re-used two years later 
in ‘The Lost Planet’ with a few more additions to hype up the 
line-up). 

Several years later, ‘Captain Video’ was reissued with a 
new subtitle, ‘Hero of Outer Space’ and the Cinecoloe tint 
removed from the planets sequences. 

(1 — among the various actors portraying villains on the 
Video TV show, one has gone on to fame in the motion pic- 
ture field — Ernest Borgnine). Others who are familiar faces 
that started in TV space operas included Cliff Robertson and 
Jack Weston (‘Rod Brown of the Rocket Rangers’ for CBS), 
Frankie Thomas (‘Tim Tyler’s Luck’) and Jan Merlin 
(countless heavies) (Tom Corbett, Space Cadet) Richard 
Crane (‘Rocky Jones, Space Ranger’) and, of course Ed Kem- 
mer (Comm. Corey and Lynn Osboren (Cadet Happy) of 
‘Space Patrol’.) 


Appendix: 

While the full roster of gimmicks used in Video is hard to 
recall, here are a few of the devices and their uses as dredged 
up from a slightly foggy memory: 


DEVICES USED IN ‘CAPTAIN VIDEO’ 


У — Used by Video and his Rangers 
A — Used by Vultura & Tabor for Atoma 


OPTICON SCILLOMTER (V) — X-ray attachment of the 
Scanning screen, enabling user to look inside boxes, con- 
tainers and other objects, plus buildings. 

SCANNING SCREEN (У) — A television-like screen used by 
Video to keep in contact with his agents around the world and 
look in on what is happening anywhere at any time. 
CLOAK OF INVISIBILITY (A) — Invented by Video’s arch- 
enemy Dr. Pauli; an electronic device coupled with a special 
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designed cloak, making the user invisible. 
ELECTRON-TELESCOPE (A) — Used to view other 
planets. 

COSMIC COMET PANEL BOARD (A) — Device used to 
revive dead comets and aim them by remote control to their 
targets. 

SAFETY COMPARTMENT (V) — Rear section of Video’s 
ship that detaches from the front; self-contained. 
JETMOBILE (V) — Jet-powered automobile of futuristic 
design. 

ELECTRONIC GUN (V) — Weapon that fires an electronic 
ray. 

COSMIC VIBRATOR (V) — Special gun that utilizes sound 
to vibrate target in unconsciousness. 

SPACE PROJECTILE (A & V) — Small rocketships used for 
travelling between planets. 

INERTIA LIGHT (V) — Device used to render a person un- 
conscious and revive him. 

ELECTRONIC MIND-READER (A) — Machine enabling 
user to see thoughts of person under the device on a tele- 
screen. 

COSMIC WASTE CONTROLLER (A) — Machine that 
guides concentrated radioactive cosmic debris to targets like 
guided missiles. 

STATIC BEAM (V) — Destroying Ray used in conjunction 
with Scanning Screen. 

VAPO-PROJECTOR (V) — Miniature device used to put out 
fires. 

GRAVITATIONAL DECELERATOR (V) — Gravity beam 
device that can bring flying objects down to the ground. Used 
by Video to capture a Vulturan space platform. 

WHITNEY EYE (V) — Super self-adjusting lens enabling 
user to observe activities on other planets. Can also focus heat 
into a destructive beam. 

INACTIVATOR FREQUENCY (V) — Radio beam used by 
Video to immobolize plane motors, forcing them to land. 
PSYCHOSOMATIC PLUNGER (V) — Weapon that causes 
temporary madness. 

ISOTOPIC RADIATION CURTAIN (A) — Invention of 
Dr. Tobor, causes invisibility. 

THERMO-GRAPH (V) — Small device that measures heat 
and cold. 

ASTRA-RAY CAMERA (V) — Camera that can take pic- 
tures of incredible distances, showing activities on other 
worlds. 

ELECTRONIC MEN (A) — Mechanical robots. 

MU-RAY CAMERA (V) — Camera that can take a picture of 
a person after he has left a room. 

ANTI-DETONATOR (V) — Device that stops or smothers 
explosions. 

INHIBITION RELEASER (V) — Machine that breaks down 
resistance of subject and makes him willing to tell whatever he 
knows. 

SUPER-PERISCOPE (V) — Viewing device connected to the 
Scanning Screen. 

SONIC AIR CUSHION (V) — Device that halts a fall and 
lowers person gently to earth. 

ELECTRONIC INTERFERENCE SCREEN (A) — Machine 
that spreads an electronic net to destroy flying objects. 
POLARIZED FURNACE (A) — Neo-atomic furnace in the 
flues of Vultura's underground chambers on Atoma. 
STATION X MOBILE UNIT (A) — Electronically outfitted 
truck used by Dr. Tobor's agents on Earth. 
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Reel Books 
Superman: Serial to Cereal 


by Gary Grossman; 190 pages

About two years ago, Gary Grossman, an instructor of 
Mass Communications, and a dyed-in-the wool action buff, 
came out to the West Coast in order to gather material for a 
book he was putting together. His subject was the greatest 
super-hero of them all; the character that paved the way for 
the entire genre of costumed good-guys who were endowed 
with super-human powers. I refer, of course, to Superman. 

In the past, the only book that had been devoted to Jerry 
Siegel and Joe Shuster's creation was a compilation of 
various strips from the past. References to the film incarna- 
tions of the Man of Steel appeared in the form of brief men- 
tions (as in nostalgia books on the early days of television,) a 
spread or two in similarly-oriented publications and a three 
part writeup in the defunct SCREEN THRILLS IL- 
LUSTRATED; of course, we at SERIAL WORLD have done 
our bit, too, with our presentation of the chapter-by-chapter 
synopsis on the first Superman epic). In one case, a whole 
chapter was turned over to the film version of the character in 
a book devoted to the action or serial genre itself. 

Through sheer perseverance, and an obvious love of the 
subject, Gary has succeeded in filling a tremendous gap in the 
history of the Man of Steel with his book SUPERMAN: 
Serial to Cereal. 

From his brief, but informative, introductory look at some 
aspects of the character's development, and some interesting 
reflections on the character itself, Gary then dives right into 
things, beginning with a look at the first ‘live’ film versions of 
Superman, the two unseen (for the past several years) serials 
made by Columbia Pictures, then shifting to a mind- 
staggering examination of the television series that captured 
the fancy of millions of Supermaniacs all over the 
world...and shows no sign of diminishing popularity. 

Throughout the 190 pages of his book, Grossman has 
skillfully mixed his chronological history of the Super-films 
with facts, behind-the-scenes information, anecdotes and opi- 
nions that keep things quite interesting. 

As if this weren't enough, Gary also treats the reader to 
biographical bits and anecdotes by individuals such as Kirk 
Alyn, Noel Neill, Jack Larson, Spencer G. Bennet, Whitney 
Ellsworth, Phyllis Coates and Robert Shayne, to name a few, 
all of whom were involved with the various film presentations 
of the Man of Steel. 

These recollections give one a fascinating look backstage at 
what went on during the production of the films and 
television series. They range from the technical (such as how 
they made Superman fly for TV...and some of the mistakes, 
like the time a wire broke during one of George Reeves' 
takeoffs and he crashed to the floor of the stage) to personal 
(reactions of the various players to situations and fellow per- 
formers on the show) to, every so often, the outright hilarious 
(most memorable one being the time a breakaway wall had 
hardened and Reeves only got his hand and foot through...). 
Gary has also included a batch of recollections and observa- 
tions that give the reader an insight into the problems of por- 
traying and becoming identified with the world's greatest 


super-hero (would-be caped crusaders, take note!) 

Add to all this, a mind-boggling collection of photographs 
from the Superman serials and television program (including 
many rare behind-the-scenes photos) and you have a book 
that is a welcome addition to the current outpouring of 
nostalgia oriented volumes. 

Priced at 53.95, SUPERMAN: Serial to Cereal is a package 
that (despite some reported problems with National Comics 
over the contents) is worth every penny. In fact, to an affi- 
ciando of super-heroic derringdo, it is a true bargain, contain- 
ing a wealth of data (including a detailed Appendix giving 
cast and credit information on the serials, cartoons and the 
entire run of the television series (as well as data on the unseen 
Superboy and Super-Pup pilots) and pictorial coverage mark- 
ed by the author's fondness for his subject. In short, one 
could say that it's a real Super-book!

LOUISE CURRIE

Louise Currie has had a fascinating movie career. She was 
featured іп two classic Republic serials, THE ADVEN- 
TURES OF CAPTAIN MARVEL and THE MASKED 
MARVEL, movies starring such screen personalities as W.C. 
Fields and Bela Lugosi. It was a delight meeting Louise Cur- 
rie, now Mrs. John Good, at her luxurious Beverly Hills 
home. Miss Currie is a stunning blonde whose beauty is mat- 
ched by her wit, charm,and intelligence. 


SW: How did you get into movies? 

LC: I went to Sara Lawrence College in Bronxville, New 
York and decided I was interested in films. Max Reinhardt, 
who had discovered so many famous ‘stars, opened a 
workshop in Hollywood and I was very fortunate because he 
felt I had a certain amount of talent. I studied and worked 
there for two years and he starred me in many of the shows 
that were given at his theater. Then I signed with an agent and 
my first film was at Columbia Studios. It was a western with 
Charles Starrett. He is a very handsome man who looks 
marvelous in westerns but was probably the least likely 
because he didn't really ride very well. Then I started doing 
western after western. 

SW: Primarily at Columbia? 

LC: No, not necessarily. I did a Tim Holt western at RKO І 
and then one at Universal with Kirby Grant апа Lyle Talbot 
— that was a very funny one; I played sort of a Marjorie 
Main character. I wore buckskin pants, a shirt, and a hat 
throughout the movie and learned to use the bullwhip. І 
played in maybe 15 westerns and then I was asked to do a 
serial at Republic. 

SW: Do you remember how you got the role of Betty in 
THE ADVENTURES OF CAPTAIN MARVEL? 

LC: I'm sure I must have been interviewed and.I got the 
role. 

SW: Do you remember who doubled you in CAPTAIN 
MARVEL? 

LC: Yes. Strangely enough, Dave Sharpe did some doubl- 
ing for me. He's not such a tall man, so it's conceivable that 
he can be put in clothes that at a distance would look the 
same. He's an incredible double and can do almost anything. 
He's so masculine, so virile, that it really makes you laugh if 
you think he might be a double for a woman. I think I also 
had a woman double but I don't remember who it was. 

SW: How did you get along with the cast during the filming 
of CAPTAIN MARVEL? 

LC: Oh beautifully. We were all very congenial and had a 
lot of fun. We've all remained friends though I haven't seen 
them really a great deal through the years. 

SW: How was Tom Tyler to work with? 

LC: Tom was a very nice man; very cooperative and kind. I 
think they were very lucky in having him as Captain Marvel 
because that was kind of a tricky thing to play and he did it 
extremely well. 

SW: He didn't have much dialogue in the serial. How was 
he in real life? 

LC: As I remember it, he was rather quiet. He was not Louise as Alice with Masked Marvel star Tom Tyler. 
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Louise in Republic's "Masked Marvel." 
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tremendously gregarious whereas Billy Benedict and Frank 
Coghlan are — they were the talkative two. 

SW: I have heard people say Tom Tyler was clumsy. 
What’s your reaction? 

LC: Tom was very tall and like an Adonis and probably 
wasn’t the finest athlete; whereas Dave Sharpe, who’s a 
smaller man is completely coordinated and very fast and 
smooth with his actions. I think it was only Tom Tyler's girth 
that kept him from being quite so agile. I think if you looked 
at Tom Tyler and then watched Dave Sharpe when he was do- 
ing some of his stunts, it might make you feel Tom was clum- 
sy but I'd hate to blame him for that. 

SW: How were Bill Witney and Jack English as directors? 

LC: They were a marvelous team. One would be working 
on location and the other in the studio and I presume that was 
only to save Republic money by doing it faster. 

SW: At the end of chapter one, you and Billy Benedict are 
in a station wagon trying to drive across a bridge. The bridge 
is blown up and the station wagon plunges into the water 

below. 

LC: I remember they wanted me to be submerged in the sta- 
tion wagon that went into the water and then І was to be 
brought out. Well, I decided that really wasn't part of my 
talent and I said I didn't think I should do that. The station 
wagon was supposed to go completely into the water and I 
could just visualize myself drowning until they finally rescued 
me. Not knowing how fast it would happen, I felt it was 
slightly dangerous, whereas I knew that a stunt man or stunt 
woman would know exactly how to time it, how to hold his 
breath, and how to stay under water. Also I know that if I 
came out having been frightened under water too long that I 
couldn't play the next scene. So I became a little stubborn at 
that moment and told Hiram S. Brown, Jr., the producer, 
that I wouldn't do it. Finally, we agreed and they did have so- 
meone double me. І think they wanted me to do it only 
because it was going to be faster that way and they would save 
time whereas normally they used doubles for such things. I 
always thought that maybe the producer was annoyed by that 
and I was a little bit peeved with him for wanting me to do it. 
Years later we ran into each other at a party in Acupulco, 
Mexico and І asked, "Ро you remember when you asked me 
to go into that terrible water?’ and he laughed and said, 
“Well, you were perfectly right; you shouldn't have done it.” 
And so we had a lot of fun reminiscing. 

SW: Do you feel serials were made too fast as compared to 
other films? 

LC: CAPTAIN MARVEL went on for many, many weeks 
and it's very strenuous actually doing a serial because you 
work very fast and yet it takes a long time to do. In a sense, it 
was pressure. Westerns were fast but then they were over, so 
you were never quite as tired as with serials. І was in a couple 
of “А” pictures and to me it was so slow that it was almost 
excruciating to sit and sit for days to do one small scene when 
you could have done it in 15 minutes іп a “В” movie. Ob- 
viously, they must get more quality in an “А” picture but 
sometimes you wonder if maybe it isn't more spontaneous 
when you don't just go over and over a scene. I don't like to 
waste time, so maybe that's why I enjoyed doing pictures that 
were fast. When you sit for days on end in a movie studio, I 
think it's sort of demoralizing unless you have something con- 
structive to do. That's why I would try to catch up on my 
reading or else work on my part. 

SW: Did you ever meet Herbert J. Yates, president of 
Republic Studios? 

LC: His daughter was in college with me but when І came 


to Hollywood I had no idea that that was the same Mr. Yates. 
It was sometime after I had made the two Republic serials 
that I put the thing together when his daughter contacted me. 
I did casually meet Mr. Yates and his lady friend at the mo- 
ment, Vera Hruba Ralston. I knew that he was interested in 
her because in the meantime he and his wife had been divorc- 
ed. Mr. Yates was a very clever and interesting man but I 
never knew him terribly well. 

SW: Did you back in 1941 ever see any of the chapters of 
CAPTAIN MARVEL? 

LC: No, we didn't really have time to see the rushes. I may 
have seen a chapter in the theaters afterwards but really can't 
remember. 

SW: Now let's talk about your other Republic serial, THE 
MASKED MARVEL. Republic hired four young actors who 
looked alike and supposedly one of them would be the Mask- 
ed Marvel. However, the Masked Marvel was really played by 
ace stunt man Tom Steele. 

LC: Tom was always popping in and out with the mask but 
he really held the thing together more than the four young 
men. 

SW: I have read that the unmasking scene at the end was 
filmed twice; once with David Bacon saying he's the Masked 
Marvel and the other time with Bill Healy.Is that true? 

LC: I think they did. Perhaps they hadn't made up their 
minds. You see, some serials were not as well plotted and 
planned ahead and as they looked at the rushes in the studio, 
perhaps, they decided to change a bit. I think they did shoot 
two endings. 

SW: But in CAPTAIN MARVEL you knew from the 
beginning that Harry Worth (Professor Bentley) was the 
Scorpion? 

LC: I think if we had read through the entire script we 
would have known but I don't think we ever had the entire 
script in front of us; I think we had it piecemeal. [t was a 
tremendous script and even if we had had it, I don't think we 
would have had time to read the whole thing. However, we 
did know at some point that Harry Worth was the Scorpion. 

SW: But in the case of the Masked Marvel you were totally 
in the dark? 

LC: Yes, as ] remember. 

SW: Гуе read that David Bacon, who turned out to be the 
Masked Marvel, died less than a month after completing the 
serial as a result of being stabbed in a fight in a tavern. 

LC: Oh dear, I never new about that. Isn't that ghastly? 
Well, perhaps I wasn't in town and didn't hear about it. 

SW: The late Anthony Warde told me that making THE

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watching the singers, dancers and beautiful 
tuneful movies of the silver screen. Now you 
can go back in time with us and read about 
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MASKED MARVEL was а horrible experience because the 
four men hired to be the Masked Marvel suspects could not 
act nor remember their lines. He said it was no fun to watch 
the director suffer since so many takes were necessary to get a 
scene. 

LC: I think maybe a few of the four men had not even 
acted. It’s feasible that they had a hard time portraying 
something. Spencer Bennet was very nice to work with and I 
felt he had his hands full as a director probably because of all 
these people, as you say, who hadn't too much experience but 
I enjoyed having him direct. 

SW: You worked with two of the greatest stuntmen of all 
time: Dave Sharpe in CAPTAIN MARVEL and Tom Steele 
in THE MASKED MARVEL. 

LC: Tom Steele is equally as great as Dave Sharpe. They 
are both superb in their field and they are extremely nice peo- 
ple. They both have certainly held their physique and their 
looks. They look marvelous today and І think it's probably 
because they've remained quite active and have kept in such 
marvelous shape. 

SW: Republic serials were made very seriously. Were there 
any behind-the-scenes practical jokes? 

LC: Not so much because they were strenuous and you had 
to really take your work rather seriously in order to ac- 
complish what you had to do in one day. And serials weren't 


light; there's no comedy really in them whatsoever. When I 
look at serials now, we all look so serious that it amuses me 
because we couldn't laugh, but it's not the type of thing that 
you could be gay about. You know, there was no love interest 
in serials either. І was there but just as one of the boys 
because, I guess, they seemed to think they had to have one 
female. 

SW: Which of the two serials was your favorite? 

LC: CAPTAIN MARVEL was a different type of serial 
really then THE MASKED MARVEL. The special effects 
were superb; they were excellent and believable. CAPTAIN 
MARVEL was fascinating; it was interesting to see how the 
Lydecker brothers worked them out technically and the fact 
that they used a great deal of imagination. Those Lydecker 
brothers were tops in their trade. As an actress, I think my 
part was far better in THE MASKED MARVEL; Рт іп 
almost all the scenes, my part is larger, and I make a bit more 
sense. І wonder, when you look at CAPTAIN MARVEL, 
why I'm even in it. I guess they wanted a female to be rescued 
rather than a male at the end of each chapter but I had com- 
paratively very little to do. So for acting I think I enjoyed the 
part І was given to play in THE MASKED MARVEL, but for 
the finished product І think CAPTAIN MARVEL was a bet- 
ter serial overall.

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SW: Were you ever injured in either of the serials? 

LC: No, I came through unscathed, fortunately, in both 
serials. I was probably a little bit more frightened in some of 
my westerns because І had to do quite a bit of riding. I'm not 
really a horsewoman; I had ridden a lot when I was in school 
but that's a different type of riding. Then getting on western 
saddle and not knowing the horses and, of course, the chases 
and all that kind of thing, I was certainly forced to start out in 
a hurry and end up as if I knew something about managing 
horses. Of course, they put a double on for the long distances 
chases. And then I had to manage stagecoaches just for short 
distances; I had to hold reins for maybe as many as three pairs 
of horses in front of the stagecoach and, of course, anything 
could happen — those horses could buck and run. I 
remember in the western at Universal with Kirby Grant in 
which I played the part called Buckskin that I had to bring 
this stagecoach in and come to a very abrupt stop. Then I 
realized that the man, who's being hung on the side, is the 
hero and that's when I have to grab my bullwhip and rescue 
him. Naturally, the double brought it up comparatively close 
in a dead run and then I had to get on it and bring the 
stagecoach up to where we stopped. That was quite a trick but 
I was young and healthy, fortunately. So I was just very lucky 
not to have any accidents. 

SW: You said you made westerns with Charles Starrett at 
Columbia, Kirby Grant at Universal, and Tim Holt at RKO. 
Which other western stars did you work with? 

LC: Well, I did three Bob Steele westerns at, I think, 
Monogram and a Gene Autry film at Republic. 

SW: You said that Charles Starrett didn't ride that well 
when you made your first movie. 

LC: Yes, and neither did I. We laughed about that a lot and 
had to depend on our doubles to do all the good riding. 

SW: How about Tim Holt? 

LC: He was excellent. He was a better horseman and, I 
feel, an awfully good western star. He was a little bit more 
agile and quick; so was Bob Steele, who was also a superb 
western star. 

SW: And Kirby Grant? 

LC: He was the one І rescued from being hung. And, of

course, everyone knows Gene Atury, so І don't have to 
describe him. 

SW: Let's talk about some of your other movies. 

LC: Well, I did other types of films such as murder 
mysteries; I did several Bela Lugosi and Charlie Chan movies. 

SW: Гуе heard that Bela Lugosi always had notes all over 
the place because he had trouble memorizing his lines. 

LC: Yes he did and sometimes blackboards. When I made 
SENSATIONS OF 1945 with W.C. Fields he used a 
blackboard because he then truly could not remember his 
lines. That being ап ‘‘A’’ picture we took much time for every 
take. He would look at the blackboard and get his line but 
then he'd forget to look at me. Bu the time Fields would final- 
ly get the line correct and look at me at the right moment, I 
couldn't remember a thing because it took days to do a tiny 
vignette and I was so used to doing it fast that the length of 
time really threw me; by the time he got it right, I had forgot- 
ten where I was. 

SW: You worked it seems, at all the studios. Did you like 
Monogram where you made the Charlie Chan movies? 

LC: Monogram had very little money; they really operated 
on a shoestring. However, they couldn't have been nicer or 
kinder to me and they kept calling me their Katherine Hep- 
burn. I also did 3 or 4 of the Dead End Kids movies at 
Monogram. 

SW: How were Leo Gorcey and Huntz Hall to work with? 

LC: Oh wild; absolutely wild and full of fun. They were 
always trying to think of something to do to pester someone 
and to make a joke. They loved to do practical jokes. I think 
that whoever directed them must have gone right up the wall 
trying to control them all, but they were an amusing group of 
boys. 

SW: I bet you had to be serious in the Dead End Kids pic- 
tures. 

LC: Yes, I was sort of the “straight man’’ for the boys; I 
couldn't be the comedy relief. Since they would pull their 
jokes on me, I had to be a little bit serious. Well, the same was 
with W.C. Fields; I certainly had to play it straight with him. 
I had no chance for comedy.
